C ONFINING CANADA’S convicts ta «n expensive 
business. The average cost of keepiag one Inmate 
In a federal prison for a year, according to informa¬ 
tion given in the House of Commons by Solicitor-Gen¬ 
eral V T. Pennell was $3,074 in 1964-68, up $320 
from two years previously. And this figure, of course, 
is not the whole price. It takes no account of social 
assistance to wives and families; none of the cost or 
apprehension and conviction, none of the loss of rev¬ 
enue from the earning-power the criminal might once 
have had. 

\ Any course of action that decreases the number 
01 men and women behind bars, either on first or re¬ 
turn visits, is therefore of some doBara-and-cents im¬ 
portance. There is thin an economic interest for the 
citizens of the country in the emergence of Canada’s 
prison service from the dark ages of society’s ven¬ 
geance on wrong-doers to the humanitarian era of at¬ 
tempted rehabilitation, a change remarked upon by 
the superintendent of the William Head minimum se¬ 
curity institution in an address to a service dub— 
though this is not to suggest that the potential saving 
in money ranks with the possible salvaging of lives 
that have gone on the rocks of crime. 

To what lengths the savings of both kinds can 
and will go remains to be seen: Canada, as Superin¬ 
tendent Gamaliel Milner says, is just now emerging 
from the pattern of the past

on recividism. These show that of 3,621 malm admit 
ted In 1964-65 to penitentiaries, 42.8 per cent had pre¬ 
viously been committed to penitentiary and 77 per 
cent had previously been sent to a correctional institu¬ 
tion of some kind.

white rectangular tubes, the new 
reotangular oolor tubes reproduce 
exaotly the television pieture as it is 
transmitted by the station. The new 
reotangular oolor tubes also make it 
possible to assemble oolor receivers in 
slimmer cabinets. . 

Admiral foresaw the present shortage 
of oolor tubes and three years ago 
started to build its own oolor tube 
plant. This new plant began turning out 
the new reotangular pioture tubes in 
November 1965 and Canadian Admiral is 
now in the fortunate position of having 
its own tube sources. Today, we are mak¬ 
ing oolor reoeivers using only the new 
23" and 25" reotangular oolor pioture 
tubes. 

The question of a reotangular versus 
a round pioture tube may seem 
unimportant in ohoosing a oolor TV set, 
but look what happens when a TV oamera 
takes a olose-up of a oalendar month. 

On a reotangular pioture tube you will 
see the entire month. On the obsolete 
round tube a good part of the pioture 
will be missing, particularly at the 
four corners. The same thing happens to 
a program originating at a TV studio. 

A large proportion of the action is lost 
on the old round tube; even parts of the 
titles and credits of movies disappear 
at the edges of the round tubes. As the 
old saying goes,"You oan't fit a square 
peg into a round hole." 

"Till you need a speoial antenna for 
color?" Eeoeption of oolor does not 
require a different antenna from black 
and white. It you are now getting good 
stron g blaok and white signals from the 
stations in your area, you will also get 
a good oolor pioture from the same 
stations. However, if you are now 
getting "snow" and "ghosts" on your 
blaok and white set, have your servioe 
man oheok the signal strength being 
delivered to your receiver. A new 
antenna "head" is a small investment to 
make in order to get the ultimate 
pleasure from your oolor set. 

The answer to the question: "Are the 
controls on a oolor TV set very 
complicated," is: not any more! Tith 
today's Admiral oolor sets you do very ( 
little other than turn the set on and 
ohange ohannels. Each station is tuned

2. The bulky, round-faoed pioture 
tubes are obsolete and you should insist 
that your oolor TV reoeiver has one of 
the new reotangular pioture tubes. 

3. Insist that your oolor TV 
reoeiver has pre-set fine tuning and 
simplified controls efaoh as a single 
oolor fidelity control so that operation 
is praotioally as easy as your black and 
white set. 

4. You don't need a speoial antenna 
for oolor but to get the best out of 
your new oolor set, be sure that your 
present antenna is bringing in the 
strongest possible signal for your 
looation. 

0. The industry as a whole is faoed 
with a shortage of oolor pioture tubes. 
However, Admiral's new plant (the 
world's most modern) is ourrently 
turning out reotangular oolor tubes in 
suffioient quantities to supply 
Canadian Admiral oustomers. «. 

I hope that this information has 
been helpful in clarifying your thoughts 
about the most wanted produot in the 
home entertainment field—Oolor TV.

From the many enquiries -we 
reeeive every day it is apparent that 
thousands of Canadian TV owners are 
planning to purohase oolor television 
reoeivers this year. The moat frequently 
asked questions are: when will oolor 
be telecast in Canada; how reliable are 
today's oolor TV reoeivers; is there 
really a shortage of oolor pioture 
tubes; and most important of all, what 
are the latest refinements a purohaser 
should look for in a oolor TV reoeiver. 

Te have answered these individual 
letters as they have oome in, but I feel 
it is npw time for someone in the 
industry to set out the basio faots of 
oolor TV for everyone to know. 

First of all, oolor television is 
not really as new as some people think. 
Canadian Admiral, as the largest TV 
manufacturer in Canada, has been selling 
several hundred color receivers each 
, year for the past twelve years to 
Canadian viewers who have been within 
reaoh of the U.S. Border City stations 
whioh have been broadcasting in oolor. 
However, it wasn't until 1965, when all 
three of the major U.S. Networks deoided 
to go All-out in oolor teleoasting that 
sales of oolor television reoeivers 
really took off. The number of color 
TV receivers sold in the U.S. in 1965* 
was 2,740,000 and was limited only by 
the number of oolor pioture tubes 
available. It is estimated that the 
industry could have sold at least 
another million sets if pioture tubes 
had been available. Despite various 
announcements of plans to build new tube 
plants in both Canada and the U.S. 
there is no sign of the supply oatohing 
up with demand for the next two or three 
years. Now that praotioally every 
U.S. television program is in oolor and 
with Canadian stations starting 
oolor this fall we expeot that supply 
will fall short of demand in Canada 
also. ' » 

The pioture tube shortage is further 
complicated by the faot that the 
industry has finally aohieved a major 
technical breakthrough with the 
produotion of a reotangular faoed, 
shallow depth, color pioture tube that 
has made the old round pioture tubes 
obsolete. Like the familiar blaok and

Salvage of Driftwood 
Urged on Legislature 


Commercial driftwood salvage 
and processing was advocated 
Friday in a report to the Legis¬ 
lature tabled by the houae com¬ 
mittee on forestry. 

The report suggests that the J 
Crown sell driftwood after the' 
original owners of logs have been 
given time to recover them. 

An estimated 300,000.000 board 
feet of lumber has accumulated 
along B.C.'s 15,000 mile* of 
shoreline. Until now lumber and 
pulp mil operators have 
ah tawed driftwood because of 
avid and gravel embedded in 
the beached logs. 

$|TLA Cyril Shelford. chairman 
of' the forestry committee, has 
said that industry should be en¬ 
couraged to harvest the waste 
wood, possibly with mobile chip¬ 


ping plant, that would rova the 
inlets. 

The committee's report aaM, 
that strict regulation* ahould be 
drawn up to prevent log pirating. 

The report also proposed In¬ 
creased pulp mill capacity and 
new mills for better utilization of 
smalhvood. timber unsuitable for 
lumber. 

It advocated that there be no I 
more sales of pulp timber In the 
coastal area until there is a mar-1 
ket for smallwood now being left j 
in public sustained yield units. |

Victoria Council of Churches 
has made no headway to 
persuading the B.C. government 
to protect clergymen who. on 
grounds of conscience, fed they 
should be exempted from jtsy 
duty. Cbuncil president Rev. 
Samuel Parsons made the 
announcement this week. 

Attorney General Bonner told 
«w council In a letter that “the 
matter of Jury service of clergy 
has received departmental 
study, but no decision has been 
reached to open he Act at this 
session." 

"In the light of this uncom 
municative reply," said Dr 
Parsons, "the council feels the 
puttee should be told . . . hat 
he continued absence of a 
conscience clause to the Art 
exposes he country to the 
possibility of a highly embar¬ 
rassing situation.” 

LIABLE FOR SERVICE 

The Jury Amendment of 1964 
had the effect of making the 
clergy, among other hitherto 
exempted classes of citizens 
liable for jury service. 

The passing of hie act in B.C 
the council claims, has preven¬ 
ted he clergy with an unprece¬ 
dented quest ion, namely, 
whether the removal at this 
exemption by unilateral action 
of he State raised an issue of 
conscience tar he clergy. 

The council la satisfied hat 
many clergy have no conscien¬ 
tious objection to serving on 
juries but hat here are also 
some who do. 

RESEARCH, REPORT 

A committee of the council 
researched the matter and 
prepared a 13-page report for 
circulation to members late In 
1964. The report mentioned an 
approach to he attorney gen¬ 
eral by he then council presi¬ 
dent and the chancellor of he 
Roman Cahotic diocese of

A. Yes. iT the birds lease you any. The seed-eating birds 
seem to be extraordinarily fond of Amaranthus seeds, and 
in fact in some parts of the world folks are being urged to 
plant Amaranthus especially to attract birds. 

Leave the seed bead on the plant ai long as possible 
in order that the seeds mature properly, but pick it before 
it shatters and finish drying In a sunny window. 

Q. Would It be possible to get an extra packet of 
Amaranthus seeds to send to my sister in England? Can 
they be grown there? 

A. Extra packet sent Yet. from what I can find out. 
they do very well over there. In the Royal Horticultural 
Society’s handbook on annual and biennial flowers, Mr. A. P.

Every time we run one of the Colonist Free Seed offers, 
my desk get* piled high with questions about the plants, and 
I think today I'd better try to clean up some of these en¬ 
quiries. 

Q. Can your Amaranthus plants be grown on the north 
side at the house where there la no direct sunshine until after 
4 o'clock? 

A. No. These plant# demand a minimum of six hours of 
sunshine per day, and for best results they should have full 
sun all day long. 

Q. How tall do the plants grow? 

A. I can't give you a clean-cut answer to that, because 
different kind# of Amaranthus grow to different heights, 
and the seeds I am giving away are a mixture of six dif¬ 
ferent kinds. Some of the seeds in your packet may make 
dwarf plants no taller than 10 Inches, while others could 
develop into four-foot giants.

Q. How deep do you plant the seeds? 

A. You don’t “plant” them at all in the ordinary sense. 
If you start some of your seeds Indoors, scatter them thinly 
on the «urface of a potful of soil and cover with a quarter- 
inch layer of peat moss. For an outdoor sowing, dig over 
the plot to be seeded, break down the lumps with tha rake, 
tread It to consolidate the soil, rake shallowly again, then 
scatter the seeds very thinly on the surface. 

Don't try to rake them to or cover them to any way—just 
leave them on top for the rain to wash them to. 

Q. Can I save seeds from these plants to use next year?
